Republic only through the mediation of that monarch ; they 
were farther acquainted that his Majefty had never been ntalter 
of Silefia, and had no.hing to do with the borrowed fums, 
therefore there could be no dedudtion on that account, and his 
Majelty gave them 30 days to pay the fam in queftiony for 
Mar@richt whieh if not_compbed with, be fhould be forced 
to take other means.
